That these increased profits -were

United States Steel increased its 


net income tier ton from an average 
of $4.69 prior to the war to an aver- 
age of $14.31 during the 1916-1918 
period. 
Lsckawanna Steel showed 


an even larger increase, somewhat 
influenced by a deficit of the pre-war 
years, while the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Co. was able to raise its earn- 
i:,gs per ton from. $2.02 to/55.84. 


U. S. Steel Profits 


"The average profits of the Unit- 


ed States Steel corporation for the 
years 1016-1918 were $211,094,557, 
representing 24 per cent on its heav- 
ily watered capital stock," the report 
spid. 
"This was more than four 


times its pre-war average of ?53,- 
OCO.OOO. 


"As a matter of fart its earnings 


were over a quarter of a billion dol- 
livrs in 1916, the amount being $271,- 
537,730, or a return of more than 31 
per cent on its enormous capital 
stock, an income which -would mean 
its replacement in slightly over three 
years."

present amount. A five-eighths .mill 
tax would bring into the university 
fund'$2,678,000. .

At the present time tho normal 


schools of the state are supported 
by a one-sixth mill tax. 
It is un- 


derstood thai the proposal is to.in- 
crease the- normal school -tax to one- 
third. A one-sixth mtll tax on the 
present valuation of the property 
produces $678,044. A one-third mill 
tax would double this amount. 


These large sums for the univer- 


sity and the normal schools are to 
be used for capital construction, op- 
eration and' maintenance. .At the 
university it is proposed to erect a 
new addition to the chemistry -build, 
ing and to establish a general hos- 
pital in .connection with the medfcal 
department and increase the scope 
of the medical department., A.part 
of. the increase^ amount which goes 
into the normal 'school fund will be 
used to pay. increased salaries to 
teachers amounting to $186,000 an- 
nually.

THE RAILROAD TIEUP 


R 


AILROAD conditions are fast approaching exactly such con- 
ditions as are said to exist an- Russia. The return of the 


roads to corporation control, WE WERE TOLD, was necessary, 
in order that they might function efficiently. Government con- 
trol had proved a failure, WE WERE TOtD. 


The roads were returned, and ON THEIR OWN TERMS. 


Do you question it? Well, no railroad officials of prominence 
have condemned the Esch-Cummins bill. No newspapers repre- 
senting corporation interests, that we know of, opposed its 
passage. 


The roads were turned back in better financial condition 


than when they were taken over. Many were rescued from 
receivership by government control. They were turned back 
in better physical condition than when they were taken over. 


Yet the whole business of the country is being held up, and 


threatened with ruin because railroad conditions are worse, in 
many respects, than they were during the war. Madison is 
out of hard coal, and stocks of soft coal are running low. Deal- 
ers not only have no hard coal, but do not know when they will 
have any. They can make no price, they can promise no de- 
liveries. 
BuUding operations are held up for want of ma- 


terial. There is scarcely a store in the city that is not suffer- 
ing for" lack of merchandise, due to the lack of transportation. 


Factories are closing for lack of raw materials. The Gen- 


eral Electric company, for instance, has laid off 1,500 employes 
in one factory for lack of materials. In Detroit many men are 
idle, although the demand for automobiles far exceeds the out- 
put. Similar conditions are reported from all parts of the coun- 
try. 


One prime cause of the present serious condition was the 


misrepresentation by the railroads of the extent of the switch- 
men's strike. While some freight moved, empty cars accumu- 
lated everywhere, and the full effect of the strike is now just be- 
ginning to be felt. 


The Switchmen's Union of America was the kind of a union 


• that does go on strikes. It is overwhelmingly American, con- 
•servative, and intelligent. It was only after ten months of 
waiting for some increase in pay to match increased cost of 
food and clothes that the "outlaw" strike took place. During 
government control, we had no strikes. 


The present failure of the railroads to function, the of- 


'• ficials attribute to strikes. 


But business men and manufacturers everywhere have had 


*he same problem of increased wages to meet which confronted 
the railroads. Our factories are not idle, except when they lack 
materials. 
Business is going prosperously. 
Why don't the 


railroad companies RUN THE RAILROADS after getting every 
kind of help from Uncle Sam that they have had the nerve to 
ask for?
